"Condi- 


tions affecting the banking situa- 
tion throughout the state are 
quieting down generally. It is 
impossible to estimate how long it 
will be advisable for the various 
banks to remain under regulated 
policies. It is hoped, however, 
that a week or 10 days will 
suffice. The Ohio situation," Krug 
pointed out, "is contingent upon 
the adjustment of the banking 
situation throughout the rest of 
the country."

Capture of Chihfengwas accom- 


plished by Major General Mogi's 
fourth cavalry brigade, and placed 
Japanese-Manchukuon troops in 
possession of more than half of 
Jehol province. 
Fall of the city was regarded as 


one of the most important 
tri- 


umphs for the Japanese in the 
Jehol campaign to date, since it 
broke the Chinese defense line 
that has offered stubborn resist- 
ance to the Japanese advance for 
nearly a week.

Green Vegetables 


For Every Menu 


A 


T this season the appetite per- 
sistently demands something 


fresh, something "new" 
to vary 


the winter essentials of meat and 
potatoes. The unusual green veg- 
etables may be found at the gro- 
cer's on his fresh vegetable stand 
or ia cans, at at the market house. 
And if there is a new one among 
the displays, the chances are that 
the grocerman will know how to 
cook it. If he doesn't, carry it 
home and .experiment. Almost 
any green- vegetable is delicious if 
simply boiled till tender then 
served with a sauce made 
of a 


little hot water, butter and lemon 
juice. 


Broccoli in Butfcefr Sauce 


Among the hewer vegetables in 


some districts is broccoli. This has 
a flavor somewhat suggestive of 
asparagus, and alsp somewhat 
like sprouts. To cook it, cut 
off 
as much of the stalk as seems 
tough and woody. 'Clean the flow-* 
erlet end by soaking it in cold 
water, at least twenty minutes^ 
Look over it carefully for any in- 
sects. Throw away-coarse leaves. 


Cook in a generous amount of 


boiling water till' tender, which is 
about twenty-five minutes for a 
large bunch of this vegetable. 
Test it at- the end of fifteen min- 
utes cooking, and if tender enough 
remove. Drain it, pour over it 
melted butter,' seasoned 
with a 


little lemon juice, salt and pepper. 


teaspoons vanilla flavoring; one 
and one half cups of the sauce with 
which it is to be served (either 
chocolate sauce or thick cream 
having a little maple syrup beaten 
in it, is delicious).. 
Moisten 
the 


cornstarch to a smooth paste in 
one cup of the milk. Scald the rest 
of the milk in the top of a double 
boiler and add the sugar and cocoa 
mixed together, stirring all 
the 


time, then the salt, and the corn- 
starch mixture, stirring and cook- 
ing constantly until the mixture 
thickens. This should be m about 
ten minutes, then continue cooking 
still in the upper part of the double 
boiler, over the hot water, for eight 
more minutes, stirring occasional- 
ly. Remove from, the fire, let cool 
a little, add the vanilla, stir and 
pour into moulds or a dish which 
tias been wet with cold water. Let 
stand in the refrigerator until firm. 
Unmould in the serving 
dishes. 


Pour the sauce over it before serv- 
ing.
